Silvassa, the 10 th February 1965 

No. ADM/ SUP/ PFR/ 184/ 65— In exercise of the 
powers conferred by rule 125 of the Defence of India 
Rules and in pursuance of the provisions of clause 5 of 
the Dadra and Nagar Haveli (Declaration of Stocks and 
Prohibition of Sales) Order, 1964 dated 28th December 
1964, the Collector, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, by virtue 
of the authorities vested in him vide Administrator, Dadra 
and Nagar Haveli’s Notification dated 24th November 
1964 is hereby pleased to make the following order 
namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) This order 
may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli, Rice (maxi- 
mum Price) Order, 1965. 

(2) It shall come into force immediately. 

2. Definitions. — In this order, unless the context other- 
wise, requires : — 

(a) “bulk consumer” means a consumer who buys 
rice in kuantity not less than one quintal at any 
one time; 


(b) “dealer” means person defined as such in the 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli Foodgrains (Declara- 
tion of stocks and Prohibition of sales) Order, 
1964; 

(c) “retailer” means a dealer who sells rice to 
consumers; 

(d) “retail price” means the price, the price charg- 
ed by a retailer; 

(e) “wholesaler” means a dealer who sells rice to 
retailers or the bulk consumers; 

(f) “wholesale price” means the price charged by 
a wholesaler. 

3. Maximum price of rice. — The wholesale price and 
the retail price at which each of the different varieties 
of rice specified in column 2 of the schedule appended 
hereto may be sold in the regions specified in column 1 
of the said schedule shall not exceed the amount as spe- 
cified against it in the corresponding column 3 or 4, as 
the case may be, of the said schedule. 

Explanation. — The amount of prices so specified shall 
be inclusive of the cost of gunny.

ORDER 

No ADM! SUP/ 196/64/183 — In exercise of the 
powers conferred by Rule 125 of the Defence of India 
Rules, 1962, the Collector, Dadra and Nagar Haveli, by 
virtue of authorities vested in him vide Administrator, 
Dadra and Nagar Haveh’s Notification dated 24th 
November ’64 is hereby pleased to make the following 
order namely — 

1 Short title , extent and commencement — 

(1) This order may be called the Dadia and Nagai 
Haveli Nagh (Ban on export) Order, 1965 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinaftei refer- 
red to as the territory) 

(3) It shall come into force at once 

2 Definitions. — In this order, unless the context other- 

wise requires — 

(a) “Exporter" means any person who intends to 
export Nagh out of this terntory 

(b) “Form" means a form set forth to this order 

(c) “Permit issuing authority” me ms the Mamlat- 
dar Dadra and Nagar Haveli oi any other Offi- 
cer authorised by the CoUectoi in this behalf 

(d) “Collector” means the Collector of Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli 

3 Permits to exporters —No person shall export Nagh 
except under a permit issued m this behalf by the permit 
issuing authority 

4 Eligibility for a permit to export — Every person 
who has declared his stocks of Nagh along with their 
foodgrams as required under the order referred to at 
preamble (II) shall be eligible to get a permit to export 
fifty per cent of Nagh from the stock so declared 

Provided that every such person shall execute an under- 
taking in the Form A to keep in reserve m his custody 
the remaining fifty per cent of Nagh to make them avail- 
able for local consumption 

5 Disposal of resened Nagh — 

(1) The exporter shall have to sell Nagh reserved 
as laid down in proviso to clause 4 to any mer- 
chant oi consumer or the agency that may be 
appointed by the Collector and at such rates as 
may be fixed by the Collector after keeping such 
quantify as necessary for his bona fide peisonal 
consumption 

(2) The Collector’s decision in regard to the quan- 
tity for bona fide personal consumption shall be 
final 

6 Contras ention — No holder of a permit issued under 
this order or his agent or servant or any other person 
acting on his behalf shall contravene any of the provi- 
sions of this order and if any such permit holder or his 
agent or servant or any other person acting on his behalf 
contravenes or attempts to contravene any of the said 


revisions, then without prejudice to the action against 
lm under Rule 125 (9) of the Defence of India Rules, 
this permit shall be cancelled 

7 Foiefelture of Nagh — ■ 

(1) Without prejudice to the provisions of clause 
6, if the permit issuing authority is satisfied that 
the exporter has contravened any of the provi- 
sions of this order and that a forefeiture of 
Nagh attempted to be exported is called for 
he may, aftei giving the exporter a reasonable 
opportunity of stating his case against the fore- 
feiture by ordei, forefelt, the whole or any part 
of Nagh held by him and communicate a copy 
of the order to the exporter 

8 Appeal — 

(1) Any person aggrieved by any ordei of the per- 
mit issuing authority refusing to grant or fore- 
feiting Nagh may appeal to the Collector with 
in 30 days of the date of receipt by him of such 
order 

(2) No order shall be made under this clause un- 
less the aggrieved person has been given a rea- 
sonable opportunity of stating his case 

(3) Pending the disposal of an appeal the Collector 
may direct that the order refusing grant of a 
permit or the order cancelling a permit or the 
order forefeitmg the foodgrams shall not take 
effect until the appeal is disposed of 

9 Powers to entry, search, seizure etc — The provi- 
sions contained m clause 4 of the order referred to at 
pieamble (i) regarding powers of entry, search, seizure 
etc shall apply mutatis-mutandis except with a modifica- 
tion that for the woid “foodgrams” the word “Nagh” 
shall be substituted
